'Clunkers’ 
Program 
Set to End 

Administration sets Monday 
as deadline for car shoppers 

WASH I N G T 0 N I The Obama administration 
will end the popular $3 billion “Cash for 
Clunkers” program on Monday, giving car 
shoppers a few more days to take advantage 
of big government incentives. 

The Transportation Department said 
Thursday that the government will wind 
down the program on Monday at 8 p.m, EDT, 
Car buyers can receive rebates of $3,500 or 
$4,500 for trading in older vehicles for new, 
more fuel- efficient models. Transportation 
Secretary Ray LaHood said the program has 
been “a lifeline to the automobile industry.” 

The White House has touted the program’s 
success in providing a targeted boost to the 
sluggish economy. Since the program’s July 
inception, auto dealers have made deals worth 
$1.9 billion, and the incentives have gener- 
ated more than 457,000 vehicle sales. 

But the administration needed to halt 
the program to avoid surpassing the $3 bil- 
lion funding level. Consumers were on pace 
to exhaust the program’s coffers in early 
September, and dealers have complained 
about long delays in getting reimbursed 
for the car incentives, (ap)

Massachusetts leaders to change

Ex-DHS chief says he 
was pressured to raise 
terror warning in ’04 

WAS H I N G TO N I Former Homeland 
Security secretary Tom Ridge 
claims in a new book that he was 
pressured by other members of 
then-President George W. Bush’s 
Cabinet to raise the U.S. terror 
alert level just before the 2004 
presidential election. 

Ridge said he objected to rais- 
ing the security level despite the 
urgings ofthen-Defense Secretary 
Donald H, Rumsfeld and then- 
Attorney General John Ashcroft, 
according to a publicity release 
from Ridge’s publisher. He said 
the episode persuaded him to fol- 
low through with his plans to leave 
the administration; he resigned 
Nov, 30, 2004, four weeks after 
the election. 

The Homeland Security Depart- 
ment, which Ridge was the first 
Bush Cabinet secretary to lead, 
faced criticism in 2004 from Dem- 
ocrats who alleged that raising the 
alert level was designed to boost 
support for the Bush administra- 


tion during an election year. 

Two tapes were released by 
al- Qaeda in the weeks leading to 
the election — one by Osama bin 
Laden, leader of the terror group 
— and the other by a man who 
called himself “Azzam the Ameri- 
can,” Terrorism experts suspected 
that “Azzam the American” was 
Adam Gadahn, a 26-year-old 
Californian who the FBI had been 
urgently seeking. 

Despite the tapes’ release. 


Bush’s former Homeland Securi- 
ty adviser Frances Townsend said 
Thursday that politics never played 
a role in determining alerts. 

When asked whether there was 
any reason for Ridge to have felt 
pressured, Townsend said: “He 
was certainly not pressured. And, 
by the way, he didn’t object when 
it was raised,” 

Ridge’s publicist Joe Rinaldi said 
Ridge was not doing interviews until 
after the book’s Sept, 1 release, (ap)

AG Holder: Mexican 
drug war has reached 
‘our own backyards’ 

WASHINGTON I Mexican drug 
cartels have spread to “our own 
backyards,” Attorney General 
Eric Holder said Thursday as he 
announced a dozen new indict- 
ments aimed at capturing sus- 
pected kingpins so they can stand 
trial in U.S. courts. 

The indictments of 10 alleged 
bosses of the cartels and 33 other 
suspects expand previous U.S. 
efforts to decapitate the cartels’ 
senior leadership. 

First, though, they must be 
caught. The accused cartel lead- 
ers indicted Thursday are wanted 
in Mexico, and some have been 
sought by Mexican and U.S. law 
enforcement for many years. 

Prosecutors say that the rings 
generated nearly $6 billion in 
drug profits. 

Investigators say the suspects

used almost every type of trans- 
portation imaginable to move the 
drugs: a Boeing 747 cargo plane, 
submarines and semi-submers- 
ibles, container ships, fishing ves- 
sels, buses, rail cars, and tractor- 
trailers. 

“The criminal conduct alleged 
in these indictments did not take 
place solely in Mexico. Rather, 
it played right out here in our 
own backyards,” Holder said.

Libyans 

Thousands welcome 
home terminally ill 
Lockerbie attacker 

TRIPOLI, LIBYA I The only man 
convicted in the bombing of Pan 
Am Flight 103 returned home to 
Libya to die after he was released 
from a Scottish prison Thursday, 
a decision that outraged some 
relatives of the 270 people killed 
when the jetliner blew up over 
Lockerbie, Scotland, more than 
two decades ago. 

President Obama said the Scot- 
tish decision to free terminally ill 
Abdel Baset al-Megrahi on com- 
passionate grounds was a mistake 
and said he should be under house 
arrest. Obama warned Libya not 
to give him a hero’s welcome. 

Despite the warning, at the 
military airport in Tripoli where 
al-Megrahi’s plane touched down, 
thousands of youths were on hand 
to greet him. He left the plane wear- 
ing a dark suit and accompanied by 
Libyan leader Moammar Gadhafi’s 
son, Saif al-Islam Gadhafi. 

Libyan leader Moammar Gad- 
hafi lobbied hard for the return of 
al-Megrahi, an issue that took on 


added urgency when al-Megrahi 
was diagnosed with prostate can- 
cer last year. He was recently given 
only months to live. 

The 57-year- old former Liby- 
an intelligence officer served only 
eight years of his life sentence. 

Al-Megrahi was convicted in 
2001 of taking part in the attack on 


Dec. 21, 1988, and sentenced to life 
in prison. The airliner exploded over 
Scotland, and all 259 people aboard 
and 11 on the ground died. 

He was sentenced to serve a 
minimum of 27 years in a Scottish 
prison for Britain’s deadliest terror- 
ist attack. But a 2007 review of his 
case found grounds for an appeal of 


his conviction, and many in Britain 
believe he is not guilty. 

Scottish Justice Secretary 
Kenny MacAskill, who announced 
the release, said he was motivated 
by Scottish values to show mercy. 
“Mr. al-Megrahi now faces a sen- 
tence imposed by a higher power,” 
MacAskill said, tarek el-tablawy (ap)

Scattered attacks kill 
26; Taliban threats 
fail to disrupt polling 

KABUL I Taliban threats scared 
voters and dampened turnout in 
the militant south Thursday as 
Afghans voted for president for the 
second time ever. Insurgents killed 
26 Afghans in scattered attacks, 
but officials said militants failed 
to disrupt the vote.

On Thursday, investors trad- 
ed 13.9 million shares, and the 


stock closed at 85 cents, down 
4.1 percent. 

Industry analysts and regu- 


lators say two groups are buying 
Motors Liquidation stock: Peo- 
ple who are confused and think 
they are getting shares of the new 
GM for cheap, and day traders or 
institutional investors hoping for 
short-term gains as others con- 
tinue buying the stock. 

GM and federal regulators say 
they have done all they can to warn 
investors. 

“There are people who think 
they are buying the new General 
Motors. Stop. You’re not. You’re 
buying the detritus,” said Harlan 
Platt, a finance professor at North- 
eastern University who follows

Report: Suicides 
Up 28 Percent 
At Work in ’08 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I Workplace suicides 
surged 28 percent last year, the 
Labor Department said Thurs- 
day, as anxious workers dealt 
with a struggling economy and 
watched colleagues depart in a 
rash of layoffs. 

At the same time, the agency’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the number of workers who died 
on the job from any cause fell by 
10 percent. 

The 5,071 workplace fatalities 
recorded in 2008 was the lowest 
number since the agency began 
tracking the data in 1992. That 
number includes 251 suicides, 
the highest number since official 
reporting began.

Jamaican sprinter

TRACK AND FIELD I Usain Bolt Star- 
tled the world again. 

The Jamaican sprinting great 
captured the 200-meter gold 
medal in 19.19 seconds Thursday, 
yet another world record. 

Gritting his teeth, he pointed 
to the clock as soon as the time 
flashed. 

His time in the 200 slashed 
0.11 seconds off the mark he set 
last year at the Beijing Olym- 
pics and came four days after he 
broke his 100 record by the same 
margin. 

“I was running my heart out,” 
Bolt said. “I got my start right, and 
that was the key. And when I got 
the start, I knew [I] was fine.” 

And, never shy to dream, he 
had a thought: What if Queen 
Elizabeth knighted him Sir Usain 
Bolt? 

“That sounds very nice,” Bolt 
said. 

Bolt is now five for five in major 


sprint events. He won the gold in 
the 100, 200 and sprint relay in 
Beijing’s Bird Nest, each time with 
a world record. 

Now he is one race away from 
doing likewise in Berlin. 

Alonso Edward of Panama 
was second, a distant 0.62 sec- 
onds behind Bolt.

S. Africans family

TRACK AND FIELD I A day after win- 
ning her first 800-meter world title 
amid a gender-test controversy, 
the father of South African teen- 
ager Caster Semenya dismissed 
speculation his daughter is not 
a woman. 

The 18-year-old runner’s father, 
Jacob, told the Sowetan newspa- 
per: “She is my little girl. ... I raised 
her, and I have never doubted her 
gender. She is a woman, and I can 
repeat that a million times.” 

Semenya dominated her rivals 
to win the 800 on Wednesday 
despite revelations that surfaced

earlier in the day that she was 
undergoing a gender test. Her dra- 
matic improvement in the 800 and 
1,500, muscular build and deep 
voice sparked speculation about 
her gender. 


The test, which takes weeks 
to complete, requires a physical 
medical evaluation and includes 
reports from a gynecologist, an 
endocrinologist, a psychologist, 
an internal medicine specialist 
and an expert on gender. 

lAAF general secretary Pierre 
Weiss said the testing was ordered 
because of “ambiguity, not because 
we believe she is cheating.” 

Semenya’s family in the village 
of Fairlie, about 300 miles north of 
Johannesburg, said she was often 
teased about her boyish looks. 

“That’s how God made her,” 
said Semenya’s cousin, Evelyn 
Sekgala. “We brought her up in a 
way that when people start mak- 
ing fun of her, she shouldn’t get

Almost Glourious 



Quentin Tarantino’s 
revisionist history 
is self-indulgent 
but still enjoyable 

FILM I If only Quentin Tarantino 
the director weren’t so complete- 
ly in love with Quentin Tarantino 
the writer, “Inglourious Basterds” 
might have been a great movie 
rather than just a good movie with 
moments of greatness. 

Everything that’s thrilling and 
maddening about his films co- 
exists and co-mingles here: the 
visual dexterity and the inter- 
minable dialogue; the homage 
to cinema and the self-glorifying 
drive to redefine it; the compelling 
bursts of energy and the numb- 
ingly draggy sections. 

And then there is the violence, 
of course: violence as a source of 
humor; as sport; violence mere-

ly because it looks cool on cam- 
era; and because the 46 -year- old 
Tarantino still has the sensibilities 
of a 12-year-old boy. 

As for the plot, well, it might be in 
there somewhere among the many 
meandering threads. In one of them, 
“Inglourious Basterds” follows aband 
of Jewish American soldiers, led by 
twangy Tennessean Lt. Aldo Raine 
(Brad Pitt), who hunt Nazis with the 
goal of not just killing thembut scalp- 
ing them and sometimes carving 
swastikas into their foreheads. 


“Hostel” director Eli Roth is also front 
and center, wielding his baseball bat in 
the most gruesome ways possible. 


Pitt is a hoot, by the way, in the 
tradition of his best comic support- 
ing work in films such as “Snatch” 
and “Burn After Reading.” He’s 
pretty much doing a bad impres- 
sion of George W. Bush — campy 
but irresistible — and it is always 
such a joy to watch him let go and 
goof off 

Among his “Dirty Dozen”-style 
crew are “Hostel” director Eli Roth 
as a Boston native who likes to take 
a baseball bat to the enemy’s skull 
as if he were Ted 
Williams facing a 
fastball. 

But Pitt isn’t the star, 
despite being the biggest name and 
marketing focal point. “Inglouri- 
ous Basterds” also intertwines sev- 
eral other characters, all of whom 
converge one night. And while the 
path to that moment can be tortur- 
ous, it can also be a visual wonder.

FILM I What would you wish for 
if you found a rainbow- colored 
rock that told you to make a wish? 
Would you go for world peace, a 
million bucks? Or like the kids 
in “Shorts,” would you wish for 
a castle and a moat protected by 
snakes, not realizing the compli- 
cations that might crop up? 

Wed wish that writer- director 
Robert Rodriguez, who brought 
us the finely wrought darkness of 
“Sin City,” would set aside the kids 
stuff and get back to the promise 
of his earlier work — right after 
world peace and a million bucks. 

Here’s some food for thought. 
In “Shorts,” one of the center- 
piece moments features a big, 
slimy, green special-effects booger 
monster named Booger Monster 
(gross), which probably cost much 
more than the $7,000 and change 
Rodriguez spent to make the ter- 


rific 1992 thriller “El Mariachi.” 

The story’s narrator and central 
player is an 11-year-old named Toe 
Thompson (Jimmy Bennett). He 
lives in the company town of Black 
Hall with his parents, played by 
Jon Cryer and Leslie Mann. Like 
the rest of the grown-ups, they 
work for the nefarious Black Box 


Industries, which is in the busi- 
ness of creating powerful black 
boxes. James Spader, always a good 
choice for a bad guy, is Mr. Black, 
the nasty head of the company. 
But, no matter who is in posses- 
sion of the rainbow rock, the result 
is basically one hot potato of a bad 
wish after another, although the 


whirling gizmos that clean up Toe’s 
room aren’t bad. 

The problem with “Shorts,” 
and there are many, is in the exe- 
cution. The blown-up plot line 
would at times derail even the little 
ones, and the many fine comedic 
grown-ups are mostly squandered.

‘Post Grad’ takes a

FILM I “Post Grad” — a comedy 
about a driven, hardworking college 
student who can’t find a job after 
she graduates —actually might 
have been relevant. It might have 
been a satirical and insightful look 
into how our soured economy has 
dashed the dreams of a generation. 
Instead, it’s a flat and tonally jum- 
bled amalgamation of “Adventure- 
land,” “Little Miss Sunshine” and 
“Some Kind of Wonderful.” 

Alexis Bledel maintains a steady 
level of wide-eyed pluckiness as 
Ryden Malby (a name that looks 


like an anagram), who just got out 
of school and dreams of working at 
a prestigious Los Angeles publish- 
ing house. When she doesn’t get the 
job she applied for, she ends up back 
home in the San Fernando Valley 


with the kind of eccentric family 
you find only in the movies. 

Michael Keaton, as her dad, 
sells novelty belt buckles; Carol 
Burnett, as Grandma, is obsessed 
with her own death; and Jane 


Lynch as her mother plays the 
straight woman for once, which 
isn’t a whole lot of fun. 

Meanwhile, Ryden rebuffs the 
romantic advances of her best 
friend, the spineless and wor- 
shipful Adam (Zach Gilford), and 
instead enjoys a fling with her 
sexy Brazilian neighbor (Rodri- 
go Santoro), even though — duh 
— the guy she’s supposed to be 
with has been right in front of 
her all along. 

Animation veteran Vicky 
Jenson (“Shrek,” '’Shark Tale”), 
directing her first live-action fea- 
ture from a script by first-timer 
Kelly Fremon, awkwardly juggles 
all these subplots.

Japanese director Hayao Miyazaki’s new 
animated film is the anti-“Up.” That recent 
Disney/Pixar smash was about the joys of 
soaring into the clouds; “Ponyo” makes its 
home in the sea. What do the two movies 
have in common, besides a Disney logo? 
They’re both masterpieces, and they both 
draw from deep wells of beauty and wis- 
dom to offer intense moviegoing plea- 
sure to the very young, the very old and 
everyone in between. Ponyo, a magical 
goldfish (voiced by Noah Cyrus, sister of 
Miley), is the daughter of Fujimoto (Liam 
Neeson), a god of the sea. On a trip to the 
surface, Ponyo encounters 5-year-old 
Sosuke (Frankie Jonas, younger broth- 
er of the musical Jonases), who is bereft 
when Fujimoto snatches his daughter 
back. When a determined Ponyo returns 
to Sosuke, waves inundate Sosuke’s 
entire island. It isn’t Miyazaki’s greatest 
film, but this beautiful, quirky fable is a 
labor of love, (dk) 

THE TIME TRAVELER’S WIFE (PG-13, 
107 minutes) In German director Robert 
Schwentke’s adaptation of Audrey 
Niffenegger’s novel, the lovely Rachel 
McAdams, as Clare, returns to the genre of 
her most-beloved movie, “The Notebook.” 
Here, her true love, Henry (Eric Bana), 
is afflicted by a “rare” (i.e., ridiculous) 
genetic abnormality that causes him to 
abruptly leave the present tense for eras 
unknown, returning who knows when 
and in what kind of shape.

She created and starred in 
“The Goldbergs,” a radio sitcom about a 
working-class family whose matriarch 
counseled and cajoled her family and 
neighbors in a crowded Bronx tenement.

Joan Cusack stars 
as an awkward social 
climber in an awkward 
movie on Lifetime 

STATUS I Not even the presence of 
two fine actresses can save “Accep- 
tance” (9 p.m,, Lifetime, Sat.) from 
a trite script and its confusing shifts 
in tone. 

Mae Whitman has been a 
delight to watch since she appeared 
in the old Pax Network series 
“State of Grace” as a precocious 
child. Viewers may recall how 
she held her own with Andre 
Braugher in the short FX series 
“Thief.” And she fit right in with 
the absurd comedy “Arrested 
Development.” 

In “Acceptance,” she portrays 
Taylor Rockefeller, a confused and 
conflicted teen pressured by her 
status-obsessed mother, Nina 
(Joan Cusack, “Working Girl”), to 
devote her life to getting into Yale 
or a similarly excellent school. 

Nina is consumed by her fancy 
last name, even though she has no 
real connection to the scions of 
Standard Oil or their fortune. 

Oppressed by her mother, 
Taylor turns to her father, Wil- 
son (Mark Moses, “Mad Men”), 
only to discover that he, too, is 


in flight from Nina’s delusional 
social- climbing. The wonderful 
comic actress Cusack is wasted 
here playing a one-dimensional 
snob too destructive to pass as a 
comic figure and too stereotypical 
and shallow to take seriously. 

“Acceptance” suffers from simi- 
lar confusion. Is it tragedy or farce? 
The pressure-cooker atmosphere 
of elite college applicants spawns 


scenes of illicit teacher-student 
liaisons, attempted suicide and 
self-mutilation followed by light 
fantasy montages set to whimsi- 
cal music. It’s a little difficult to 
tell who or what we should care 
about, and, after watching “Accep- 
tance” flounder for a half-hour or 
so, it’s easier to just stop trying.
